The tax laws allow us to make contributions to tax qualified 
plans and take income tax deductions for those contributions. 
There are three types of plans; corporate plans for in- 
corporated businesses and their employees, Keogh plans for 
self employed persons and their employees, and IRAs for 
workers who arent's in any other program. 

If you control an incorporated business and might want to 
start a tax qualified retirement plan, now is the time to begin 
serious investigation. The law demands that certain paper 
work be finished before the end of the calendar year for many 
of these plans.
